EDUCATIONAL BOARDS AND FOUNDATIONS; J 

In June, 1920, the trustees of the General Education Board and 
ilio BockefcUer Foundation announced ^^ifts totulin*? $20,261,900 for. 
;^cneral education and development of .medical schools. Tlie founda- 
tion estimated that it would be necessary to increase endowment funds* 
by two hundred million dollars in order to advance the* salaries of 
col le^je. professors to a ile^ree partially (*ommensurate with the risini^ 
cost of living. Xea'rly 250 institutions applied for appropriations 
from the fund of $50,000,060. which Mr. Rockefeller gave in Decem- 
ber, 1019. ^ In ordea to provide the reejuired iiif pease in endowment 
funds to insure living salaries for professors, the ndxivc-mentioned * 
sum in the hands of the lx>ard wilHiaVe to l>e augmente<| by funds 
from other sources in the .ratio of two or three to one. This has to. 
be kept in mind, the announcement says, in making appro})riations 
which are contingent upoli th.e raising of additional amounts; .Vt a 
meeting of thc' trustees in June, 1920, appropriations were made to 
98 colleges and universities. A total of $12,851,666 was given on con- 
dition that tjie institutions raise $60,613,^34. This procedure would < 
•increase the endowments available for teachers’ salaries by $43,465,- 
000. There remains nearly $35,000,000 to be distribntotl.
